Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 

In the context of the standard networking vocabulary, transport is commonly known as being in referral to the transport layer of the OSI 
model. The claims submitted on February 15, 2005 and finally rejected on June 16, 2005 support the original Examiner's interpretation 
that transport-independent means independent of the transport layer. Applicant states that section 2 of RFC 1889 supports Applicant's 
interpretation that RTP is independent of the underlying transport layer to the extent that it "merely means that the RTP and RTPC are 
not part of (or included) in the underlying transport and network layers." It is submitted that the original wording of the rejected claims is 
unclear as to this aspect and the Examiner's interpretation would have been appropriate at the time of rejection. Therefore the quoted 
portion of RFC 1889 in the abstract does teach transport-Independence of the RTP layer. 

Applicant makes further arguments toward the proposed claim amendment which is not entered at this time, as it would require further 
search and consideration. 

Applicant argues that the specific component of the transport-independent tasks module and connector module are not shown In RFC 
1889. Applicant is reminded that RFC 1889 is an internet standard and not a patent or other type of publication. Applicant's arguments 
in this section are directed again toward the transport-independent layer argument previously made. As shown above, the abstract of 
RFC 1 889 does teach the transport-independence of the RTP layer. 

Applicant is further informed that this case has been reassigned to a new Examiner. 
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
